Witli powerful backing from influential U. S\ clergymen

IS' 'Subsequent to outbreaks of 
gang violence among Mexican 
youth in Los Angeles in 1942, a 
number of teachers in the L. A. 
public school system, according to 
Carey McWilliams, former Com- 
missioner of Immigration in Cali- 
fornia, implied that Sinarquists 
were responsible for the outbreak* 
pointing out that many of the 
youth Involved bad been seen giv- 
ing the fascist salute. 

f According to Milton Howard, 
former regional representative of 
the Farm Security Administration 
in Los Angeles, “the Sinara uist 
group has been trying very hard 
to undermine the FSA program 
for die importation of Mexican 
workersy by- spreading -stories -in 
Mexico to the effect that imported 
agricultural workers would be 
drafted into the Army.

chosen to operate openly have set 
up about 50 local committees in 
Calif orn ia , T exas and around- Chi - 
cago. In California Sinarquist com- 
mittees exist today throughout the 
state, with Los Angeles and Bak- 
ersfield as regional headquarters. 

In Texas, Smarquist committees 
have been organized, from El Paso 
and McAllen as centers, in the 
upper and lower Rio Grande Val- 
ley (see maps). 

All these committees arc regis- 
tered as foreign agents by their 
respective region committees un- 
der the Foreign Agents Registra- 
tion Act. i; ' 

The Sinarquists are also active 
in many other Mexican communi- 
ties where they found it impossible 
6v inadvisable to set-up their own 
committees, but where they dis- 
tribute their propaganda and hold 
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sporadic meetings nevertii class. 
Their membership is ©agnized 
widely strewn series of 
mi t tees which arc completely in- 
tegrated into the Mexican organi- 
zation and subservient to the Sinar- 
quist National Committee in Mex- 
ico City whence come all their 
orders. 

Instructions, detailing the or- 
ganizational set-up of Smarquist 
committees and the functions of the 
various chiefs, are contained in a 
booklet for C hiefs issued bCSinar- 
in Mexico Citv 
and which guides Smarquist groups 
m the TT S. A. (See photostat.) 
Jfc opy of this booklet has been 
md with the Dept, of Justice. Its 
contents clearly show the fascist 
character of Sinarquism, which is 
based on the leadership principle. 

Iiie book shows the complete 
subordination of everv committee 
to dictate from Mexico City. Mu- 
nicipal chiefs for instance, must 
submit to the National Committee 
l ui Mexico] a brief weekly report 
of activities, with a copv for the re- 
spective regional committee, indi- 
cating: 

I "The assignments which he in- 
tends to carry out the following 
week; 

II “The serious difficulties found 
in his path. 

1i The cases in which any one of 
his secretaries docs .not fulfill the 
obligations imposed on him bv Sin- 
arquism.” 

Another item in, the booklet lays 
down these instructions: 

No matter is to be discussed 
during meetings. All orders must 
come from the chief : . . add if the 
situation 1 is serious* or difficult, he 
will immediately inform his su- 
mmer about it, The general and 
absolute rule is that no matter must 
be put to a vote in the meetings. 

, Our movement is .liter archie all y or- 
ganized and consequently it is the 
chiefs who give orders and solve 
all conflicts. It must not be forgot- 
i ten that it is the chiefs who name 
low the soldiers 

■ Equally detailed instruction are 
given for mobilizations and public 
j meetings. These instructions reveal

the Militaristic. nature ot the mmu- 
quist movement so violently de- 
nied by Sinarquist apologists in this 
country. The instructions refer to 
“soldiers/ 4 “orderlies/ 5 “squadrons/" 
“mobilizations” and “concentra- 
tions” 

An unceasing stream of Sinar- 
quist propaganda pours weekly 
across the U. S .-Mexican border. 
Thousands of copies of El Sinar- 
quista, the virulent Sinarquist 
weekly, and X)rdvn. a monthly pic- 
ture magazine, are read in hundreds 
of Mexican communities north of 
the Rio Grande. 

The importance of El Sinurquisiu 
as a propaganda instrument in this 
country appears from a statement 
in its issue of July 3, 1941* ex- 
pressing hope that it will become 
“the most widely circulated Mexi- 
can paper among oui\ co-nationals 
residing in North America/" 

In addition to these, serial pub- 
lications, U, S. Sinarquists distrib- 
ute dozens of pamphlets and book- 
lets, imported from Mexico or 
printed in this country, all echoing 
the Sinarquist propaganda line. 

Most notorious of these pamph- 
lets i^ Mexico en I 960 which de- 
scribes *wliat tod Slini*qmst-Mexi- 
can paradise will look like 'in 1960 
after the Sinarquist conquest of 
power.

tion of political parties leaves no 
doubt that Mexico in 1960 would 
be a one-partv state in which all 
governmental positions are exclu- 
sively held by Sinaiquists.
